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OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN 


The  New  Hampshire  State  Library  has  set  up  standards  in 
various  areas  for  those  local  libraries  belonging  to  the  State- 
wide Development  Program.  Barnstead  has  belonged  to  this 
Program  since  its  beginning,  and  we  have  been  able  to  meet 
and  maintain  the  State  standards.  Our  building  has  rest  room 
facilities,  hot  and  cold  running  water,  a  telephone.  The 
librarian  and  assistant  librarian  have  completed  the  Public 
Library  Techniques  courses  conducted  by  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  and  The  State  Library.  We  are  open  the  num- 
ber of  hours  considered  necessary  to  serve  our  population. 

As  members  of  the  Development  Program,  we  may  borrow 
16  mm.  films  from  the  North  Country  Film  Co-op,  make  use 
of  the  Bookmobile,  borrow  material  from  nearly  all  libraries, 
public  and  academic,  in  the  State,  and  call  on  the  pro- 
fessional staff  consultants  for  help  and  advice. 

But  all  other  standards  are  set  by  the  trustees  and 
librarians  of  the  Oscar  Foss  Memorial  Library.  What  to  buy, 
where  to  buy,  and  how  to  buy  these  policies  are  all  de- 
termined right  here.  The  trustees  and  staff  members,  working 
cooperatively,  feel  that  the  library  is  going  in  an  upward 
direction.  Circulation  increases  steadily,  borrowers  are  reg- 
istering regularly,  our  programs  for  young  people  are  well 
received. 

To  be  specific  about  our  progress  -  1976  circulation  was 
at  its  highest  ever,  topping  1975  by  over  14%.  The  projector, 
purchased  with  a  special  appropriation  in  1973  is  being 
used  several  times  each  month  by  various  local  organiza- 
tions and  by  the  library.  There  is  no  charge  for  its  use  unless 
some  damage  should  occur,  the  library  paying  all  the 
operation  expenses.  The  Summer  programs  for  children, 
especially  the  weekly  Story  Hours  were  very  well  attended. 
In  order  to  serve  better  our  growing  population,  we  were 
open  two  hours  on  Wednesday  mornings  during  July  and 
August.  With  the  generous  help  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library, 
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we  are  able  to  keep  our  area  of  the  Oscar  Foss  Memorial 
Building  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

We  add  about  300  volumes  each  year.  About  100  volumes 
are  removed  because  of  their  age,  condition  or  lack  of  use. 
The  yearly  additions  create  such  crowded  conditions  that  it  is 
impossible  to  display  and  shelve  the  books  properly.  We 
would  like  to  add  to  our  record  collection,  but  floor  space  is 
not  available.  These  are  frustrating  facts. 

Once  again,  our  thanks  go  to  those  interested  and  generous 
people  who  give  books  and  periodicals,  to  the  wonderful 
readers  at  the  Story  Hours,  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who 
help  in  many  tangible  ways,  to  all  the  browsers  and  readers 
who  use  the  Library  and  make  our  work  so  interesting  and 
rewarding.

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REPORT  OF 

BARNSTEAD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1976 

During  the  year  1976,  the  Barnstead  Police  Department  re- 
ceived 4,066  telephone  calls  in  addition  to  9,052  radio  calls 
requiring  response  or  action  on  the  part  of  one  or  more 
officers  of  the  department.  In  the  course  of  handling  these 
individual  cases  there  were  37,686  motor  vehicle  miles 
travelled,  and  3,861  man  hours  expended,  with  4,902  hours 
on  call.  The  above  figures  show  a  2%  increase  in  police  calls. 
The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  incidents  reported  and 
action  taken.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893.  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility. 
Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy 
fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all 
outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are 
only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire 
warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provided  backup  personnel  and  equip- 
ment for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

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REPORT  OF  BARNSTEAD 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

for  1976 


This  last  year  the  Barnstead  Conservation  Commission 
tried  to  interest  the  townspeople  in  an  effort  to  save  some  of 
our  town's  last  fine  elms  through  the  use  of  a  new  compound 
known  as  Lignason  or,  BLP.  We  have  had  little  response  so 
far,  and  will  try  to  explain  it  further  at  the  Town  Meeting  in 
March. 

The  Town  Recreation  Area  on  Upper  Suncook  Pond  had 
increased  use  this  year.  The  swimming  classes  were  held 
there  for  the  first  time  at  the  beach  and  we  installed  some 
playground  equipment  for  the  use  of  smaller  children,  and 
put  out  picnic  tables.  Along  with  the  sanitary  facilities  put  in 
last  year  Barnstead,  at  least,  has  a  beach,  picnic  grounds  and  a 
fine  natural  area  to  enjoy.  This  last  spring  we  were  thrilled 
to  find  that  a  pair  of  Canada  geese  had  nested  in  the  marsh 
area. 

Again  we  would  like  to  emphasize  that  the  primary  reason 
for  our  existence  as  a  Conservation  Commission  is  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  those  areas  in  our  Town  which 
contains  our  greatest  remaining  natural  resource,  namely 
water.  Every  year  more  deep  wells  are  being  driven  which 
ultimately  depend  on  clean  surface  waters. 

On  December  8,  1976  we  invited  the  Lakes  Region 
Planning  Board  to  show  their  movie  "Clean  Waters"  at  the 
Town  Hall,  and  probably  due  to  the  bitter  cold  there  was  a 
poor  attendance.  It  was  a  lesson  to  us  to  see  how  a  neighbor- 
ing area  is  going  about  cleaning  up  an  unbearable  water 
pollution  problem. 

We  were  disappointed  that  the  Wetlands  Proposal  was 
voted  down,  as  we  sincerely  believe  that  it  is  for  the  ultimate 
good  of  the  whole  town,  and  can  only  hope  that  it  will 
eventually  receive  a  favorable  vote  while  there  is  still  time. 
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The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have 
given  us  your  confidence  and  cooperation,  because  it 
strengthens  our  faith  in  our  usefullness  as  a  Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BARNSTEAD  MILITIA 

The  5th  Co.  (Barnstead)  of  the  10th  Militia  Regiment, 
an  artillery  unit,  started  in  November  of  1975,  and  was 
officially  formed  on  February  25,  1976  with  Jack  Lichty 
as  Captain;  Roger  Genest  —  First  Lieutenant;  Larry  Davis  - 
Second  Lieutenant;  Clint  Whiting  —  Sergeant  Major;  Steve 
Foss  Ensign;  Stuart  Merrill  -  Sergeant  Paymaster;  John 
B.    Lichty  Sergeant-Quartermaster;    Wilfred    Violette 

Sergeant:  Jonas  Glidden-Historian. 

There  are  20  active  members  and  several  camp  followers. 
We  also  have  our  own  drummers  and  fifers. 

With  some  of  the  town's  Patriotic  funds,  the  Militia 
purchased  fifes  and  black  powder  which  enabled  us  to  par- 
ticipate and  represent  Barnstead  in  several  functions:  Took 
part  in  the  parade  in  Concord  on  November  of  1975  and  also 
the  parade  in  Rochester  of  December  1975.  On  March  1976, 
we  escorted  the  moderator,  Robert  Simpson,  to  the  town 
meeting.  That  is  when  the  5th  Co.  was  Incorporated  and 
given  the  formal  Go-Ahead. 

The  following  are  the  parades,  musters,  battles,  etc.  in 
which  the  Militia  took  part  in  1976:

I  he  year  l()^(i  has  once  again  witnessed  the  classic 
confrontation  between  land  speculators  and  developers. 
Although  development  in  the  I  own  o\  Barnstead  has  slowed 
down  as  to  larger  scale  operations,  it  has  not  come  to  a  stand 
still.  The  Board  recognizes  that  there  will  never  be  a  time  of 
""no  growth'"  as  this  would  onl\  lead  to  stagnation.  We  have, 
however,  attempted  through  our  Land  Use  Ordinances  and 
Subdivision  Regulations  to  give  the  power  of  self- 
detesmination  to  the  people  of  Barnstead  who  desire 
controlled  growth  and  the  pride  o\  accomplishment  and 
continuity  to  better  land  use  in  the  town. 

It  has  always  been  the  concern  of  the  Planning  Board  that 
whenever  a  private  or  professional  landowner  so  uses  his  land 
as  to  injure  his  neighbors  or  a  town  that  the  public  will 
eventually  ^nd  up  paying  the  bills,  either  by  buying  them 
out.  by  the  donation  and  extra  expense  of  town  services,  or 
both. 

The  responsibilities  of  leadership  of  a  good  planning  board 
are  complex.  They  must  give  thoughts  to  the  rights  of 
abutters,  the  over-all  esthetic  betterment  of  the  town,  over- 
crowding of  the  school  system,  more  services  to  be  provided 
by  the  town,  protection  of  the  town's  water  supply  areas 
and  pollution  of  land  because  of  inadequate  acreage  for 
sewage  effluent.  Problems  in  any  one  of  these  areas  can  only 
lead  to  higher  taxes  in  order  to  solve  them. 

The  current  Planning  Board  has  been  termed  as  "hard- 
nosed"  along  with  many  other  endearing  titles  and  are 
proud  to  wear  them  along  with  our  "black  hats".  We 
strongly  feel  that  we  have  done  our  utmost  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  community,  its  residents,  and  our  neighbors. 
We  have  not  bent  under  threats  nor  have  we  ignored  regula- 
tions because  of  praises.  We  have  had  to  ignore  those  who 
are  intelligent  but  whose  sin  is  not  one  of  ignorance  but  of 
indifference.  Indifference  to  the  present  and  to  the  future 
of  Barnstead. 

To  quote  one  learned  gentleman,  "We  will  be  judged  by 
our  offspring  and  your  offspring  and   in  that  judgment  if 
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all  they  can  contemplate  is  muddy  and  polluted  rivers, 
eroded  hillsides,  burned  forest  lands  and  wildlife  stuffed 
and  behind  glass,  then  they  will  have  the  right  to  ponder 
just  what  type  of  improvident  barbarians  sired  them". 
This  quotation  has  guided  us  through  many  of  our 
decisions. 

We  thank  those  many  Barnstead  citizens  who  have  given  us 
their  support  in  the  past  and  hope  for  their  continued 
support  to  the  future  planning  board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Barnstead  School 
District,  1  respectfully  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Recommendations  were  submitted  two  years  ago  by  a 
citizens  study  committee  calling  for  the  teaching  of  physi- 
cal education,  art,  music,  and  improved  reading  instruction. 

The  report  also  identified  the  need  for  guidance  services, 
separation  of  the  health  room  and  teachers  room,  and  exten- 
sion of  the  school  nurse  and  librarian.   (Annual  Report,  1974) 

In  reviewing  the  progress  made  to  date,  attempts  have  been 
made  within  the  existing  staff  to  enhance  the  teaching  of 
physical  education,  art  and  music.  Details  are  being  worked 
out  through  the  Manpower  Training  Program  to  engage  a 
reading  specialist  to  help  diagnose  reading  problems  and  to 
assist  classroom  teachers  to  solve  these  problems.  The  ser- 
vices of  the  school  nurse  and  librarian  have  been  expanded. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  separate  the  health  room  from 
the  teachers  room  due  to  the  limitations  of  the  facility.  Miss 
Franke  is  attempting  to  provide  guidance  and  counseling  for 
students  experiencing  behavioral  or  adjustment  problems. 
Time  does  not  permit  her  to  do  all  that  is  necessary  in  this 
area  due  to  the  necessity  for  her  to  teach.  The  Study  Com- 
mittee, in  one  of  their  recommendations  for  future  consider- 
ation, realized  the  importance  of  providing  the  Principal 
with  time  to  supervise  the  instructional  program,  work  on 
the  evaluation  and  development  of  improved  levels  of  in- 
struction and  to  be  available  for  the  many  students  requiring 
assistance.  The  school  board  is  requesting  a  new  staff  member 
to  help  relieve  presently  overcrowded  classes  and  also  to  re- 
lieve the  Principal  from  classroom  responsibilities. 

The  general  economy  continues  to  place  a  heavy  demand 
on  the  school  budget.  Fuel  and  energy  costs  continue  to  rise 
as  well  as  the  continued  increase  in  other  products,  such  as 
paper  supplies,  custodial  supplies,  and  new  equipment.  New 
laws  concerning  the  education  of  the  handicapped  is  effecting 
the  budget.  After  deliberating  on  these  items,  the  school 
board  then  has  to  attempt  to  keep  salaries  on  parity.  These 
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budget  problems  are  faced  annually  but  the  need  to  continue 
a  maintenance  program  and  upgrading  of  facilities  cannot  be 
ignored.  The  1977-78  budget  will  be  as  reasonable  as  possible 
in  light  of  these  issues. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board  for  their  patience,  understanding  and  dedication.  Also, 
my  appreciation  to  the  citizens,  parents  and  school  personnel 
for  your  continued  interest  and  support  in  your  school 
system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Barnstead  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Assis- 
tant Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  areas  to  report  on:  (1)  Title 
1 ;  (2)  Staffing;  (3)  Education  of  the  Handicapped. 


I 

This  is  the  fourth  year  of  a  Title  1  Cooperative  Early 
Childhood  Project  with  the  School  Districts  of  Pittsfield  and 
Alton.  The  primary  objective  of  the  program  is  still  to  dev- 
elop instructional  programs  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of 
Title  1  children.  Five  part-time  teaching  assistants  implement 
these  programs  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Judith  Bush, 
Program  Director. 

This  year  a  close  working  relationship  was  established  with 
the  Spaulding  Youth  Center.  Spaulding  provides  pupil  eval- 
uations and  recommendations  for  individual  programs.  In 
addition,  inservice  training  was  provided  for  the  teaching 
assistants  and  some  teachers. 


II 

Two  classroom  teachers  and  the  school  nurse  were  hired  as 
replacements  this  year.  The  library  position  was  upgraded  to 
a  professional  status.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  a 
reading  teacher  with  Manpower  funds  but  unsuccessfully  as 
of  this  date. 

Miss  Dagmar  Franke  was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Richard 
Check  as  Principal.  Miss  Franke  has  demonstrated  strong  or- 
ganization and  leadership  skills  and  is  off  to  a  good  start  in 
her  first  year. 

Barnstead  is  fortunate  to  have  a  capable  and  productive 
teaching  staff  for  the  basic  educational  program;  however, 
the  students  need  services  that  are  not  presently  being  pro- 
vided. Continued  efforts  are  necessary  to  provide  the  Barn- 


stead  children  with  needed  services  in  the  following  areas: 
speech,  reading,  guidance,  physical  education,  art,  music, 
and  practical  arts  for  the  junior  high  pupils. 


Ill 

On  November  29.  1975,  President  Ford  signed  into  law 
the  Education  for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act,  P.L.  94- 
142.  The  basic  provisions  of  this  act  are  as  follows: 

(  1  )  to  insure  that  all  handicapped  children  have  available 
to  them  a  free,  appropriate  public  education  which  includes 
special  education  and  related  services  to  meet  their  unique 
needs. 

(2)  to  insure  that  the  rights  of  handicapped  children  and 

their  parents  are  protected. 

This  year  the  School  District  has  been  in  the  process  of 
completing  a  census  of  "handicapped  children".  "Handi- 
capped Children"  means  those  children  evaluated  by  quali- 
fied professions  as  being  mentally  retarded,  hard  of  hearing, 
deaf,  speech  impaired,  visually  handicapped,  emotionally  dis- 
turbed, orthopedically  impaired,  or  children  with  specific 
learning  disabilities.  There  is  a  statutory  limit  of  1 2  per- 
cent on  the  number  of  handicapped  children  identified. 

An  individualized  education  program  is  required  for  each 
child  identified  as  handicapped.  This  program  must  be  based 
on  a  formal  evaluation.  Parental  consent  must  be  obtained 
prior  to  a  formal  evaluation,  placement  of  a  child,  or  change 
in  placement.  If  parents  are  not  in  agreement  with  the  pro- 
grams being  proposed  for  their  child,  there  is  formal  appeals 
process. 

To  assist  with  the  increased  costs  of  this  legislation,  each 
state  is  entitled  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  number  of  handi- 
capped children  aged  3  through  21 ,  (who  are  receiving  special 
services)  multiplied  by  the  applicable  percentage  of  the  na- 
tional average  per  pupil  expenditures  (approximately 
SI, 250. 00).  The  percentages  are: 

Fiscal  1978  5  percent 

Fiscal  1979  10  percent 
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Fiscal  1980  20  percent 

Fiscal  1981  30  percent 

Fiscal  1982  40  percent 

The  above  legislation  has  serious  budgetary  and  staffing 
implications  for  the  Barnstead  School  District  in  the  next  few 
years. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  support  and  friendly 
cooperation  of  the  Barnstead  School  Board,  Principal  Franke, 
and  the  School  Faculty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  parents, 
and  citizens  of  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School  District, 
this  report  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  opening  of  school  on  September  8,  1976  found  the 
school  enrollment  to  be  263  in  grades  1-8.  During  the  fall 
we  experienced  a  great  fluctuation  of  students  but  now  have 
stabilized  our  enrollment.  This  year  three  of  the  ten  pro- 
fessional staff  members  are  new  to  the  District.  They  are: 
Mrs.  P.  Rogers,  grade  1-2;  Mrs.  C.  Lacombe,  grade  2-3;  and 
Miss  S.  Fraser,  Librarian.  We  are  also  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
U.  Simpson,  secretary,  and  Mrs.  B.  Roberts,  school  nurse, 
join  the  staff. 

This  past  year  the  staff  was  involved  in  a  directed  search 
for  a  new  math  series  to  provide  an  even  better  quality  educa- 
tion and  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  students.  The  direct 
result  of  this  was  the  adoption  of  the  new  Scott,  Foresman 
math  series  in  grades  one  through  eight.  This  program  is  used 
in  conjunction  with  Individual  Cumulative  Record  Cards  to 
accurately  monitor  the  progress  of  each  child  in  regards  to 
the  exposure,  competence,  and  mastery  of  a  skill.  To  date  the 
program  has  been  fully  implemented  and  is  living  up  to  ex- 
pectations. 

The  staff  at  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School  has  been 
involved  in  various  workshops  to  continue  to  improve  their 
professional  skills  and  competencies.  These  workshops  have 
covered  the  gamut  from  A  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect  Session 
to  a  workshop  about  First  Aid  and  Drugs. 

There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  being  done  this 
year  to  foster  good  individual  perscriptions  for  those  students 
who  are  in  dire  need  of  such  services.  There  is  also  a  great 
surge  towards  erudition  and  the  improvement  of  the 
academician. 

There  has  been  a  re-organization  of  the  Enrichment  Pro- 
gram which  has  produced  two  concurrent  programs.  One  pro- 
gram is  set  up  for  grades  1  through  4-5  and  the  other  is  for 
grades  5-6  through  grade  8.  The  augmentation  in  the  school 
population    has    produced    some    very    large    but    workable 
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groups,  to  date.  These  groups  are  involved  in  the  following 
activities:  Outdoor  Camping,  Macrame,  Skiing,  Block 
Printing,  Arts  &  Crafts,  Cooking,  Dancing,  Story  Telling, 
Games,  and  Decoupage. 

The  School  has  acquired  an  ear  machine,  courtesy  of  the 
School  Board,  and  an  eye  machine  through  the  generosity 
of  the  Pittsfield  Lions  Club.  Our  sincere  gratitude  and  appre- 
ciation is  extended  to  both  factions. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  reference  to 
those  who  have  unselfishly  given  of  their  time  and  expertise 
to  the  School  and  its  activities. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Russell,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Mr.  Knowles,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Johnstone,  Business  Manager:  the  Barnstead  School  Board; 
the  Staff;  and  the  Citizens  of  Barnstead,  for  making  the  first 
half  of  this  year  so  successful  and  enlightening.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BARNSTEAD 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

TO  ALL  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD, 

As  the  only  original  member  of  the  1975-76  Study  Com- 
mittee remaining  and  not  being  able  to  get  the  two  members 
you  have  appointed  to  get  together  for  a  meeting.  I  feel  I 
should  make  out  a  report  on  the  findings  for  the  past  year. 
These  are  taken  from  reports  of  committee  members  through 
out  the  year. 

We  have  reviewed  the  requests  of  the  last  study  com- 
mittee and  also  a  few  items  asked  about  by  parents.  It  is  my 
feeling  that  they  have  been  taken  care  of  in  general. 

1.  The  recommendations  to  upgrade  the  curriculum  have 
been  taken  care  of  as  well  as  can  be  expected  by  a  town  of 
our  size. 

2.  The  discipline  which  seemed  to  be  lacking  has  also  been 
taken  care  of. 

3.  It  was  decided  that  the  so  called  ""Masters  System"  was 
presenting  more  of  a  problem  than  a  help;  therefore,  we  went 
to  the  School  Board  and  asked  that  it  be  discontinued.  We 
were  told  there  was  none  in  the  records  for  the  next  year. 

4.  The  need  for  more  room  has  been  discussed  several 
times.  We  feel  this  is  something  which  bears  watching,  but 
do  not  feel  it  is  in  urgent  need  at  this  time.  (Perhaps  a  future 
Study  Committee  might  work  on  this). 

5.  It  was  mentioned  that  partitions  in  the  classrooms 
would  be  helpful,  as  outsiders,  students  and  teachers  walking 
through  a  class  in  session  is  very  disturbing.
